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Altered Plan for 
Jewish Emigration 
Presented Hitler

BERLIN—An altered plan to 
finance Jewish emigration, presum- 
ably designed to remove some of 
the features of the Schacht plan 
which are objectionable to foreign 
nations, was presented to Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler by Kar! Blessing, 
Reicvhsbank director, and was the 
subject of inter-ministerial discus- 
sion. Although details of the plan 
were lacking, it was believed that 
its inspiration came from British 
sources regarded as friendly to the 
Reich. 

Informed quarters stated that 
Blessing, in his talk with Chan- 
cellor Hitler, reviewed the entire 
Jewish emigration problem. The 
fact that the scheme was dis- 
eussed at a conference of the 
Finance, Economics and Interior 
ministeries ndicated that Hitler 
has shown definite interest in it.

the changes in the new draft of the 
Schacht plan affect most drastical- 
ly the financial angles of the 
scheme. The new plan also is be- 
lieved to emphasize the need of 
spedy emigration of Jewish work- 
ers and to provide a government 
guarantee that Jewish aged and 
children who have-to remain in the 
counttry will be adequately cared 
for. 

The discussions opened at the 
Reichsbank. A ninety-minute ses- 
sion was understood to have ended 
with Dr. Schacht saying in effect: 
“I have got to talk this over with 
my colleagues.” Despite the pessi- 
mistic atmosphere in which the 
mission is working, informed quar- 
ters express the belief that it is 
premature to predict its complete 
failure. 


Il Duce May Relent

The first transport of 
1,000 Danzig and German state- 
less Jews, consisting of men, 
women and children, will leave 
Danzig on January 27. The de- 
portees will be transported to 
Marienburg, East Prussia, and 
thence, in sealed railway coaches, 
to Genoa via Germany. At 
Genoa the Jews will be put on 
Greek steamers for an unknown 
destination in the direction of 
Shanghai. 

To cover the costs of transpor- 
tation, the Danzig Senate has 
confiscated the property of the 
Union- of Danzig Synagogues, 
estimated at 1,000,000 gulden.

England to Build 
Huge Encampment 
For 3,500 Refugees |

LONDON—The Council for Ger- 
many Jewry issued a statement 
confirming Home Office approval of 
establishment of a camp for 
migrant refugees on condition 
the council undertake resvonsibil- 
ity for its maintenance. Measures 
have already been taken to pre- 
pare the Kitchener encampment on 
the Kent coast, which was used as 
a training place during the war. 

Owners of the property have put 
the camp at the council’s disposal 
without cost. It is hoped that 3,500 
young men having prospects of 
emigration will be transferred 
from Germany to the camp, their — 
places to be filled as they re-emi- 
grate. 

Jewish refugee aid organizations 
in Paris stated the conditions on _ 
which refugees would be admitted 
to the camp. The camp will cost 
an estimated $50,000 to establish 
and $500,000 annually to maintain, 
The British Home Office stipulated 
that those to be admitted must 
have reasonable prospects of mi- 
grating and affording vacancies for 
other refugees and must not be- 
come public burdens. The number 
of applicants for admission to the 
camp already exceeds 80,000. ; 

Meanwhile, Colonial Secretary 
Malcolm MacDonald sent good 
wishes for success and happiness 
in their new home to the first party 
of fifteen refugees leaving for the 
British African colony of Kenya 
under the auspices of the Plough 
Settlement Association. The mem- 
bers of the party were selected in 
Germany last September by 
Colonel Knaggs, London represen- 
tative of Kenya. : 

The organization, which was 
founded by the Council for German 
Jewry, has promised the govern- 
ment not to form Jewish settle- 
ments, but to distribute the refu- 
gees throughout the country to fa- 
cilitate their absorption by the gen- 
eral community.

A novel and startling reason for 
refusing to engage Jewish teachers 
was the statement, repeated in 
seven schools, that Jewish parents 
preferred non-Jewish teachers for 
their children. This alleged pref- 
erence by Jews for non-Jews also 
was cited as a primary reason for 
non-employment of Jewish teach- 
ers by the managers of several 

teachers’ agencies. 

' Qur survey quickly leads to the 
conclusion that Jewish teachers 
seeking positions in private schools 
face sharply limited possibilities. 
The majority of these schools is 
non-Jewish in ownership, director- 
ship and enrollment. Jewish teach- 
ers are largely limited to Jewish- 
owned or directed schools, but even 
here discrimination is practiced, 
though at a minimum degree. Op- 
portunity for Jewish teachers in- 
creases when the Jewish pupil en- 
rollment rises to a considerable 
proportion of the total enrollment, 
but it is rarely as high as the pro- 
portion of Jewish pupils. This is 
particularly true where the control 
is non-Jewish. It is here that we 
have the most serious phase of the 
problem. In the many private 
schools in the city which are 
owned or directed by non-Jews, but 
which have large Jewish enroll- 
ments, discrimination against Jew- 
ish teachers is widespread. These 
detailed facts taken from our files 
crammed with data are publicly 
disclosed for the first time. It is 
now the duty of the Congress and 
the community to deal wisely and 
productively with this lamentable 
situation. 

Many hundreds of Jewish young 
men and women, properly trained 
and skillfully prepared for teach- 
ing positions, find the doors of op- 
portunity in their chosen field 
barred, partly by discrimination, as 
well as through genuine lack of 
employment vacancies. Some of 
them turn to the department stores

librettist of “Pins and Needles” 
puts it, “from the daisy chain to 
becoming a chain-store daisy.” 
They enter, if they can, the em- 
ploy of a department store. The 
department store field is an impor- 
tant source of employment oppor- 
tunities. According to the 1935 U. 
S. Census there are over 4,200 such 
stores in the country with nearly 
500,000 employes. 

Following upon the many in- 
quiries and complaints received by 
the commission concerning employ- 
ment policies of certain department 
stores, a preliminary survey was 
made of the most important New 
York City units in this field. Our 
complaints had come from employ- 
ment agencies, applicants for posi- 
tions, employes, and consumers. 
Through personal visit and many 
lengthy conferences, our staff stud- 
ied twenty-two of the leading de- 
partment specialty and wearing 
apparel stores in this area, with a 
total staff of about 45,000 persons. 
Certain other organizations con- 
nected with the retail field also 
were called upon for additional 
data and supplementary informa- 
tion. These included, among oth- 
ers, a department store employes’ 





union, a university school of re- 
tailing, a statistical and research 
organization, and a trade informa- 
tion clearing house. 

Our primary objective was to as- 
certain the policies of the various 
stores interviewed, with emphasis 
upon the alertness of managements 
in the maintenance of fair employ- 
ment practices. 

We found that most of the stores 
do not seek employes through em- 
ployment agencies, but procure 
personnel through their own em- 
ployment departments. Some of the 
stores secure employes through 
schools and colleges. We also found 
the very singular circumstance that 
not a single important department 
store chief of personnel is Jewish. 
A few of the subordinate personnel 
staff employes are Jewish. This 
was as true of the fourteen stores 
under predominantly Jewish con- 
trol as of the other eight stores 
studied. The research department 
of an organization directly con- 
nected with the retail field was of 
the opinion- that certain personnel 
managers “unconsciously” discrim- 
inate against Jewish applicants. 

Aside from the personnel man- 
agement in these fourteen stores, 
the managerial staff is about even- 
ly divided between Jews and non- 
Jews. Half of the stores reported 
that they attempted to adhere to 
an equitable policy of racial repre- 
sentation among their employes. A 
check is made by some stores from 
one to three times yearly. One 
store frankly reported that it did 
this in order to have the data avail- 
able, in the event the question is 
raised by some outside inquiry. Ob- 
viously, we are not the only group 
concerned about department store 
policy. It is of particular interest 
to note that in these eleven stores 
which conscientiously strove for 
fairness toward all groups, nine of 
them were under Jewish manage- 
ment and control. This is proof 
that many Jewish employers strive 
hard to be fair to all elements of 
the community. 

Seventeen of the twenty-two 
stores interviewed stated they 
found JewislH employes well fitted 
for retail work. The head of a 
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large educational institution with a 
nationally noted school of retailing 
advised us that certain department 
stores outside New York City are, 
nonetheless, averse to interviewing 
Jewsh graduates of this school. 


In New York City only a small 
amount of discrimination exists; 
Jews constitute about one-third of 
the total employe personnel. The 
situation varies from store to store, 
with several controlling factors 
sharply affecting ‘the employment 
policy. One large midtown store 
has about 12 per cent Jewish em- 





ployes, whereas a nearby 
fashionable store has 66 per ¢ 
such employes. One of the large 
stores, with about 10,000 employ 
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makes the well founded claim

On the whole, New York depart- 
ment stores present no problem.

The Editor’s Chair: 

A very sensible letter, present- 
ay ing in my estimation the most 
forceful reasons for Hebrew school 
attendance, appears in the letter 
column this week. Basing his rea- 
sons on the desire of Jewish par- 
ents to see their children reared as 
observant and intelligent Jews, the 
writer points out that only through 
a proper and thorough Jewish edu- 
cation can parents insure for them- 
selves any great likelihood that 
their children will follow in their 
footsteps as members of the Jew- 
ish community. The logic is irre- 
futable. I have always viewed the 
problem from the opposite angle— 
that of the forlorn Jewish parents 
who, after they have reared their 
- ehildren, bewail the apostasy of 
. their offspring, although in earlier 
years they were content to “spare” 
them the necessity of attending 
Hebrew school. 

If a certain family had been for- 
tunate enough to have been able 
to count among its forbears a Dis- 
raeli, a Brandeis, a great rabbi, or 
a famous scientist, unquestionably 
the children of the family would 
grow up familiar with the exploits 
and achievements of these proge- 
nitors. The great deeds of these 
ancestors would be guiding lights 
for their own industry and activ- 
ity. We all grant that. Yet Jew- 
ish parents, with the greatest and 
most glorious history theirs for the 
inquiring, rear their children in 
utter ignorance of a Micah, an 
Isaiah, a Moses Mendelsohn. Do 
you think the Adams family, or the 
Roosevelt family fail to impart to 
the new generation the grand story 
of their great ancestors, That 
great families keep alive their leg- 
endary traditions is a matter of 
course, not a matter of necessity. 
Yet -with Jews who know they 
must give to their children a firm 
faith in the greatest of the Jewish 
race lest these same children under 
the taunts of their playmates rue 
the fact that they were born Jew- 
‘ish, it is a matter of necessity, yet 
they continue to ignore their great 
tradition. 

Speaking of the movement to 
transform the one-day -a- week 
school (Sunday school) into a week- 
day school, Dr. Emanuel Gamoran, 
educational director of the Union 
American Hebrew Congregation, 
said, “Some of the congregations 
(reform) have taken definite steps

The Houston Example 


AutEougE the two-eampaigns-a-year idea has 

been definitely discarded by the powers that be, 
it is interesting to note the experience of Hous- 
ton, Texas, one of the few cities which, although 
it understood the theoretical obstacles to more 
than one campaign a year, felt that no amount of 
logic could supersede the dire need of European 
Jewry. 


M. M. Feld, president of the Jewish Commu- 
nity Council, in his annual report, had this to say: 


“As you know, when we conducted our yearly 
drive Iast March, we raised a total of $52,815.60, 
which was an increase of $10,674.20 over the 
$42,138.40 that was subscribed in 1937, and of 
course, far beyond what had ever been received 
in a one-year drive for one year’s activities, in 
the City of Houston. 


“When we conducted that campaign, little 
did we think that before the year would come to 
a close, we would be called upon for one of the 
greatest of special emergencies that Jews in 
this country have yet been asked to meet since 
the days of the World War. But we are proud 
and happy to say that the Jews of Houston, un- 
like most communities in this country—and this 
latter I say with regret—unlike those commu- 
nities, our local Jewish community met the 
emergency call that went out, and in the same 
spirit of the dramatic suddenness with which 
we threw the machinery of our offices into quick 
emergency operation, they rose, to a man, and 
subscribed what ultimately amounted to $32,- 
875.50 practically all of which was immediately 
paid up in cash. 


“The total then, that we have raised in sub- 


scriptions for the year, is $85,691.10, a far cry 
from the twenty-one to thirty thousand odd dol- 
lars that were raised yearly in this community 
only some three or four years ago. Yet we must 
not think that we have reached the saturation 
point in fund raising. No more than those who 


persecuted Jews abroad will permit us to think : 


that they have reached the saturation point in 
meeting out persecution to our fellow brethren. 
We will be called upon in this coming year to 
share in raising one of the largest funds that 
has ever been asked for in this country.” 

It must be clear then that what Houston did, 
any other city in the United States could have 
done. Houston, rising to the emergency as it did, 
does not claim a surfeit of all the generous Jews 
of the United States. It is like any other Jewish 
community, like Indianapolis, or like Louisville— 
there could be no major difference. 


But in one respect, and a vital one, there was a 
difference. In leadership. Houston Jewish leaders, 
having just gone through one drive, hesitated not 
when the call came. Stirred by European events 
as they have never before been stirred, Houston’s 
Jews gave more than half as much again as they 
had in the first drive, the drive in which they had 
been promised that they would not be approached 
again for any purpose for at least a year. 


To say the least, the experience of the Houston 
Jewish Community is interesting. It should be 
very interesting to those national Jewish leaders 
who decided against more than one drive a year. 
Sure there is a crisis in Europe. But we United 
States Jews are giving a share of our INCOME. 
What would you want us to do, give more than a 
SHARE of our INCOME?

Dr. Emanuel Gamoran Discussed The Sunday 
School of The Future.—The Sunday School of to- 
morrow, if I may be paradoxical for a moment, 
will make its greatest contribution by ceasing to 
be a Sunday School. The Sunday School of the 
future will cease to be a Sunday School and will 
become a Jewish Religious School that will meet 
at least twice a week in school, and will supple- 
ment its activities on the other days of the week. 
In a number of the progressive Reform and Con- 
servative Jewish schools, this has already been 
done. Two or three sessions a week should be 
the minimum. These should be supplemented by 
a rich variety of extra-curricular activities, by all 
kinds of interesting clubs, by a lively Junior Con- 
gregation on the Sabbath, by a series of vital 
activities such as dramatics, debating, and arts 
and crafts.

Rabbi Louis I. Newman Explains Jewish At- 
titude Towards Stand of Catholics On Conflicting 
Issues.—The attempt to restrain Jews from fol- 
lowing their individual conscience in political and 
economic questions through fear for Jewish safety 
should be carefully understood by Jews in its 
correct implications, There are Catholics today, 
for example, who are seeking to force Jews away 
from participation in liberal causes by implying 
that otherwise Catholics will join the persecutors, 
There are many Jews who do not wish Franco to 
win; surely Catholics will not employ this known 
attitude on the part of numbers of Jews as a 
weapon of prejudice against all Jews. There are 
many Jews who believe that reactionary policies 
in government should be avoided; moreover, Jews 
are in favor of a change of the divorce laws in 
States, like that of New York, where legislation 
is far behind the laws of other States. Jews also 
favor birth control. Catholics do not like these 
attitudes, but shall they make Jews, on that ac- 
count, the target for their wrath? These are gen- 
eral issues, and Catholic Leaders who cannot 
convince the general public of the wisdom of their 
viewpoint, should not make Jews their scapegoat. 
We must hold strictly to an advocacy of the great 
human ideals; we must let nothing stand in the 
way of the spread of truth. We refuse to ex- 
change one tyranny for another. If we are to 
suffer, let us bear our burden like men. Let us 
have causes, great causes, for which it is worth 
bearing the yoke. Let us not abandon our pristine 


and historic humanitarianism and find ourselves 
as in Italy, the pawns of the persecutors never- 
theless.

Alvin Johnson Relates Debt to Jews In The 
Atlantic Monthly.—We who value our civilization 
owe a tremendous debt to the Jews. In place of 
childish aggregations of gods mostly malevolent, 
in place of terrifying superstitions abated only 
for the elect by philosophy, they gave us religions 
of singular purity and splendor that yet could 
reach even the lowliest minds. The book of his- 
tory is not yet closed, and it may be fated that 
our present civilization of aerial bombs and poison 
gas must once more go through an era of me- 
diaeval darkness. The Jews, however small a 
remnant, will manage to keep their lamps burn- 
ing. Their mission has not come to an end, In- 
deed, one may say that even today, in the midst 
of the greatest of all persecutions, their mission 
stands out clearly: to awaken us from the stupor 
in which we dreamed that a civilized society 
might rest on some other basis than that which 
has been tested by time—good will to men.

J. Spiegelman Describes Growth of New Col- 
onies In Palestine.—These troublesome days are 
not entirely devoid of moments of joy. Such a 
moment occurs to us, the men of the Yishub in 
Palestine, when a new settlement is created and 
when another contingent of our young men goes 
forth into the wilderness and begins building a 
new Jewish village. 


In each of the thirty-one months that have 
elapsed since the beginning of the Arab dis- 
turbances, the Yishub was able to add another 
village to the roster of its agricultural settle- 
ments. At this moment we count 36 settlements 
that have been established since that historic day 
thirty-one months ago. Such rapid pace has not 
attended our colonization activity even in the best 
years of Zionist work in Palestine. It is therefore 
no exaggeration when I say that the days that 
mark the acquisition and occupation of a new 
settlement are days of joy in the life of Palestine 
Jewry. 

We have lived through days of this character 
only recently. In two days, three new settlements 
came into being, one in the neighborhood of 
Hanita in Upper Galilee; two in the Beisan 
Region, in the Valley of the Jordan.
